State  RACES  Demonstration 

Governors  Conference  on  Disaster  Preparedness 
April  12  -  13,  1984 

Froa  Russell  R.  Fleming,  BB9NY6 
State  RACES  Officer 

On  Bednesday,  with  the  help  of  Dick  Hugi,  KC9CJ,  of 
Milwaukee,  I  again  installed  the  2  and  75  aeter  anten¬ 
nas  on  the  roof  of  the  Concourse  Hotel.  This  of 
course,  involved  running  two  RB8U  Coaxial  cables  down 
sthe  stairwell  froa  the  14th  floor  penthouse  to  the 
second  floor  display  area. 

Dick  brought  his  Kenwood  430  transceiver,  together  with 
an  antenna  tuner,  for  operating  75  aeters.  John 
LaBlonde,  N9FZC,  furnished  his  Kenwood  7800A  for  the  2 
aeter  operation.  Be  operated  the  HC9AA8  station  on 
both  bands  on  Thursday  froa  0800  until  1600  local  tiae. 
Our  log  reflects  137  checkins  on  2  aeters  and  122  on  75 
•eters.  Be  had  contacts  in  66  of  the  72  counties.  Be 
did  not  have  a  contact  in  the  following  counties: 
Bayfield,  Forest,  Breen,  Iron,  Marinette,  and  Taylor. 
John  Blaeser,  HB9ESH,  of  Manitowoc  also  operated  the 
station. 

Be  experienced  sose  probleas  with  the  75  aeter  signal 
feeding  into  the  amplifier  systeas  in  the  aeeting 
rooas.  This  has  never  happened  before,  and  the  aanage- 
aent  advised  they  have  not  changed  their  systea  since 
the  last  conference.  Total  contacts  were  down  70  froa 
the  1982  deaonstration  caused  by  the  interference  in 
the  amplifier  systea,  since  we  did  not  transait  during 
the  sessions. 

Governor  Earl  had  four  contacts  around  the  state,  and 
signed  SSL  cards,  which  were  sailed  to  the  operators. 
He  worked  H9IEM  at  Pine  River  and  BD9IFR  on  2  aeters. 
He  then  worked  KN9P  at  Hilbert  and  KA9BHI  outside 
Toaahawk  on  75  aeters.  The  Governor  cospliaented  all 
Aaateurs  for  participating  in  the  exercise,  and  aaking 
theaselves  and  their  equipaent  available  during  eser- 
gencies. 

Be  aade  one  contact  on  ten  aeters  as  a  deaonstration  of 
distant  contact  capabilities.  The  contact  was  on  San 
Andres  Island  which  is  owned  by  Coloabia,  and  is  lo¬ 
cated  off  the  coast  of  Nicaragua,  The  station  was  also 
an  eaergency  governaent  station,  and  was  very  interes¬ 
ted  in  our  operation. 

Be  were  able  to  respond  to  @any  questions  froa  public 
safety  people  in  attendance.  The  print-out  fros  the 
coaputer,  listing  all  registered  RACES  operators  state¬ 
wide,  was  very  helpful  talking  to  the  respective  County 
Civil  Defense  Directors.  Be  now  have  in  excess  of  500 
participating,  and  the  list  needs  to  be  updated  soon. 

The  overall  coaaents  heard  on  the  air  after  the  Con¬ 
ference  indicates  the  exercise  was  a  success.  The 
participation  of  the  Governor  certainly  generates  a 
renewed  interest  in  the  Asateurs  participating  in  these 
exercises.

Com¬ 
munications  for  security  and  assistance  were  provided 
for  two  additional  days.  The  so-called  game  playing  of 
disaster  drills  paid  off.  The  Oneida  County  E.C., 
K9BTP,  thanks  all  those  Hams  who  responded  and  gave  of 
their  time  and  effort.  This  N.H,  thanks  those  Hams  who 
helped  by  listening  and  not  transmitting  unless  they 
were  called.  It  takes  both  kinds  for  a  successful 
operation  like  we  had  after  the  27  April  tornado. 

No  points  to  ponder  this  trip.  I'm  still  too  busy 
giving  thanks  that  we  had  no  damage  at  this  QTH.

The  digital  Counter  Handbook  deals  with  this  new  gen¬ 
eration'  of  counter,  and  aay  be  of  interest  to  anyone 
who  owns,  or  is  planning  on  buying,  a  counter.  The 
topics  covered  include,  interpreting  specifications, 
applications,  measurement  errors,  counter  accessories, 
and  basic  counter  theory.  This  handbook  is  intended 
for  users  of  commercially  available  counters;  it  is  not 
a  hose  brewers'  guide  to  building  your  own  frequency 
counter.  It  is  also  not  a  sales  pitch  for  any  particu¬ 
lar  brand  or  type  of  counter.  The  instruments  referred 
to  in  this  book  represent  a  wide  yariety  of  manufac- 
turers  and  prices.

During  the  current  crisis,  all  news  naterial  for  use  by 
Nestlink  Radio  should  be  sent  to  P.Q.  Box  463, 
Pasadena,  CA  91102.  Any  inquiry  that  requires  a  re¬ 
sponse  must  be  accospanied  by  an  SASE.  The  Asateurs 
who  started  producing  the  newscasts  in  1976  plan  to 
continue  operating  until  such  tiae  as  all  avenues  of 
obtaining  financial  rescue  are  exhausted. 

Currently,  Nestlink  Radio  is  still  producing  and  airing 
its  newscasts  using  telephone  lines  in  Los  Angeles, 
Dayton  and  New  York  City  which  are  funded  froa  outside 
sources,  but  the  lack  of  long  distance  telephone  capa¬ 
bility  is  hindering  its  news  gathering  ability. 

(Nestlink  News  publisher's  comments:  The  Nestlink 
Report  is  in  no  danger;  we  are  funded  by  subscriptions 
exclusively.  This  newsletter  does  not  support  the 
Nestlink  Radio  Network  in  any  financial  way  [although 
we  do  share  some  news  items  as  well  as  the  name  Nest¬ 
link].  Those  who  fail  to  contribute  to  the  radio 
service  because  they  believe  it  is  supported  by  this 
newsletter  say  suddenly  wish  they  had,  in  fact,  sent 
them  a  contribution.  We  estimate  that  if  each  person 
who  regularly  listens  to  the  Nestlink  Radio  News  was  to 
send  them  $2.00,  all  financial  obligations  for  the 
organization  would  be  set  for  about  10  years.

An  electrical  engineer  for  a  Butler  fira  died  Friday 
after  he  suffered  an  electric  shock  of  4,000  volts 
while  trying  to  repair  a  microwave  oven. 

About  12:30  p.s.,  shortly  after  he  had  finished  his 
lunch,  Roger  Nielsen,  49,  of  2618  N.  Stowell  Ave., 
began  working  on  a  aicrowave  oven  at  the  Radyne  AK0 
Corp.,  12819  N.  Silver  Spring  Rd.,  Butler. 

Radyne  President  Joseph  Kolaga  said  that  Nielsen  was 
leaning  agains  the  aicrowave,  his  chest  and  one  ara 
draped  over  the  aachine  while  he  reached  inside  with  a 
probe  used  to  test  the  current  going  through  electrical 
coaponents.  Such  testing  requires  that  the  unit  be 
plugged  in. 


’He  was  conversing  with  six  or  seven  people  .when 
of  a  sudden  he  sort  of  jnltod  up,"  Kolaga  said, 
fell  over  backwards,  pulling  the  microwave  with 
and  cruapled  to  the  ground."

Employes  performed  cardiopulmonary  resuscitation  and 
notified  the  Butler  Rescue  Squad.  Nhen  paramedics 
arrived,  Nielsen  had  no  pulse  and  was  not  breathing, 
Butler  Fire  Chief  Robert  Zoulek  said. 


Kolaga  emphasized  that  Nielsen's  accident  did  not 
result  froa  his  eaployaent  at  Radyne.  Ha  had  agreed  to 
repair  the  oven  as  a  favor  to  a  colleague,  and  began  to 
tinker  with  it  on  his  lunch  hour.  Nielsen  was  not  a 
certified  microwave  repairman. 

Kolaga  said  that  Nielsen,  who  taught  electrical  work 
part  tiae  at  a  local  school,  eight  not  have  used  the 
proper  precautions.  Because  Nielsen  was  leaning  on  the 
aicrowave  oven  --  a  safety  violation  --  his  body  coa- 
pleted  a  circuit  and  the  shock  was  more  severe  than  it, 
eight  have  been. 

Nielsen  has  worked  for  the  company  since  March  9.  He 
was  sarried  and  the  father  of  five  children. 


Roger  Nielsen,  N9DAA,  was  first  licensed  in  1980  as 
KA98BP.  He  had  an  extremely  side  circle  of  close 
friends  and  acquaintances  in  the  southeastern  Wisconsin 
Aaateur  Coaaunity.  This  was  certainly  due,  in  part,  to 
his  being  the  Net  Control  for  the  Rilwaukee  Repeater 
Club  (31/91)  Sunday  Swapnet,  in  addition  to  his  warm 
and  gregarious  personality.  He  will  be  sorely  missed 
by  a  great  many.

Haas  Endure  the  Cold  to  Sara  the  Hearts  of  Children 

'Twas  the  night  before  Christaas,  when  all  through  the 
hospital  not  a  creature  Has  stirring  -  except  Operation 
Santa  Claus.  Operation  Santa  Claus?  Sure,  it’s  a 
public  service  eyent,  now  in  its  eighth  year,  where 
Milwaukee  Has  Radio  operators  provide  coaaunications  to 
help  hospitalized  children  talk  to  Santa  on  Christaas 
Eve. 

Here's  the  procedure.  Hospital  adainistrators  escort 
Haas  to  a  child's  hospital  rooa.  A  nurse  enters  the 
roos  and  asks  if  the  child  wants  to  talk  to  Santa.  If 
everything  is  in  order,  two  Haas  are  asked  inside,  fit 
least  one  of  the  pair  has  been  on  Operation  Santa 
before,  so  froa  experience  they  saile  but  sake  sure  not 
to  ask,  “How  do  you  feel?'  or  other  questions  about 
illness.  No  other  strangers  enter.  The  child  listens 
to  other  children  on  the  radio,  is  shown  the  aicro- 
phone,  and  is  asked  to  speak  loudly  when  talking  to 
Santa.  Haas  operate  the  transceiver  and  sicrophone, 
radio  the  youngster's  first  naate  and  age,  and  then  let 
the  child  say  initial  words  to  Santa.  Santa  responds 
and,  gfter  exchanges  with  the  child,  turns  the  opera¬ 
tion  back  to  net  control. 

Hand-helds,  like  giant  hypoderaic  needles,  sight  scare 
kids,  so  cord-type  aicrophones  are  desireable,  con¬ 
nected  to  5  or  10  watt  battery-powered  portable  2-seter 
transceivers.  Low  power  ainiaizes  TVI  and  insures 
there  will  be  no  interference  with  sedical  electronics. 
Operators  use  aagnet-aounted  antennas  on  aetal  radia¬ 
tors  near  a  window  and  as  a  back-up  soae  take  along  an 
AC-extension  cord,  ssall  power  supply  and  an  extra 
transceiver. 

A  preliminary  net  is  called  to  give  advance  instruc¬ 
tions  and  final  assignsents  to  20  participating  sta¬ 
tions.  Although  around  50  children  were  expected  at  16 
hospitals,  net  control  reports  up-to-date  inforsation 
indicates  there  are  only  22  children  at  5  hospitals; 
this  reduction  is  a  blessing  in  disguise. 

Qn  this  Day  before  Christaas,  not  only  is  the  teepera- 
ture  22  degrees  below  zero,  but  30-aph  wind  are  swir¬ 
ling  up  a  wind-chill  factor  of  sinus  80  degrees.  One 
of  those  days  when  it's  waraer  inside  a  refrigerator 
freezer  than  it  is  outdoors.  Yet,  on  this  special  day, 
Haas  endure  the  cold  to  wars  the  hearts  of  children. 

It's  3:30  P.H. ,  Aaateur  operators  are  at  the  hospitals 
in  time  for  the  Milwaukee  Santa  Claus  net  to  provide 
two-way  radio  coaaunications  for  children  wishing  to 
talk  to  Santa  and  to  guide  and  assist  Santa  during  his 
trip  to  Milwaukee.  Net  control,  H9ZA6  at  ARRL  Aaateur 
Radio  Emergency  Service  station  H9HK,  radios  through 
the  repeater  for  Santa  and  listens.  ,  There  is  a  long 
pause,  but  no  answer.  Haas  nurses,  parents  and  chil¬ 
dren  listen  aore  intently  as  net  control  gives  another 
call,  "Calling  Santa  Claus  -  Sierra  Alpha  Novesber 
Tango  Alpha.  How  do  you  copy  Santa?  Are  you  ready  to 
talk  to  soae  children  in  Milwaukee?"  Then  what  should 
be  heard,  but  the  sounds  of  sleigh  bells,  blowing  wind 
and  a  jolly,  old  but  faailiar  voice,  "Milwaukee  Net 
Control,  this  is  Santa  -  Sierra  Alpha  Noveaber  Tango 
Alpha.  I  read  you  loud  and  clear  and  1  certainly  would 
love  to  talk  to  the  children,  go  ahead,  over."  Listen¬ 
ers  are  relieved  and  gladdened  to  hear  Santa's  voice. 
"Ne're  right  on  schedule,  barring  any  storas,  and,  of 
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course,  we  always  do  run  into  few  of  those,  we  should  be 
arriving  in  the  Milwaukee  area  sosewhere  round  10:30 
tonioht."  Contact  with  Santa  is  established  at  3:35 
P.H. 

;  HD96R1  stops  by  an  enthusiastic  child,  four  year  old 
Lesandre.  Those  listening  at  hose  can't  see  that  the 
boy,  a  burn  victim,  sits  in  a  wheel  chair  with  head 
cospletely  covered  in  bandages  except  for  eyes,  ears 
aRd  south.  "Hello,"  he  excitedly  says  in  a  young 
voice.  "Hello  Lesandre,"  Santa  joyfully  replies,  "Have 
you  been  listening  to  our  broadcast  up  to  now?" 
Lesandre  exdaias,  "Santa,  won't  you  cose  over  here?" 
*0h,  you  bet,"  assures  Santa,  "I'll  be  in  Milwaukee  at 
Children's  Hospital  late  tonight.  I  can't  tell  exactly 
how  §v  schedule's  going  to  be,  it  depends  a  lot  on  the 
weather,  and  you  sight  be  asleep  by  then."  As  Asateurs 
leave  for  aore  contacts,  H9ULA,  with  a  back-up  tran¬ 
sceiver,  stays  beside  the  child  in  the  wheel  chair.  As 
they  listen  together  a  few  extra  aosents,  little 
Leeandre  whispers,  "Merry  Christaas,  Santa." 

Andre,  age  12  says  “Hi  Santa  Claus."  Hello  Andre,  it's 
nice  to  talk  to  you  on  this  Christaas  Eve,  is  there 
anything  you'd  like  to  talk  to  Santa  about,  specially?" 
asks  Santa."  "I'd  like  to  go  hose.'  "Nell,  I'd  like 
for  you  to  be  hose  too,"  encourages  Santa,  "and  aaybe 
in  the  near  future  that'll  be  possible.  Oh  ay  good¬ 
ness,  off  to  the  right  I  see  a  big  group  of  lights  and 
our  lead  reindeer  seeas  to  be  tiring  a  bit.  I  think 
what  we're  going  to  do  is  land  in  the  middle  of  that 
village  down  there  and  see  if  we  can't  get  then  soae 
hay,  a  little  bit  of  food." 

There’s  on  old  saying,  "A  good  sany  things  go  around  in 
the  dark  besides  Santa  Claus."  Hell,  there  isn't  a 
dull  aoaent  today  for  the  hospitalized  children  listen¬ 
ing  to  Santa's  trip.  A  sleigh  runner  has  ainor  daaage 
during  a  snow-stora  landing  at  Reindeer  Lake, 
Saskatchewan,  where  the  tired  reindeer  stop  to  rest  and 
drink  water.  Santa's  old  coapISs  ices  up,  his  pack 
shifts  and  he  flies  off  course,  but  is  quickly  guided 
by  a  friendly  pilot.  He  even  sees  the  dazzling  specta¬ 
cle  of  the  Northern  Lights.  No  one  notices  there  is  no 
aention  of  hospitalized  children  in  other  cities,  we 
hope  they  have  Haas  there  too.  Coaaunication  are 
periodically  interspersed  with  Santa  sightings, 
Milwaukee  County  Sheriff  reports,  and  National  Heather 
Service  forecasts. 

HB9NNJ  coordinates  Santa  Claus  sightings,  "Net  control 
this  is  Santa  sighting  station.  He  have  a  sighting  of 
longitude  150-degrees  west,  latitude  62-degrees  north, 
that  would  put  him  near  Anchorage,  Alaska  at  this  time. 
Back  to  net  control.”  Sightings  prove  invaluable  and 
put  Santa  back  on  course  several  tises  during  his  trip 
fro®  the  North  Pole,  though  Alaska,  British  Coluabia, 
Alberta,  Saskatchewan,  Manitoba,  Minnesota  and  finally 
into  Hisconsin. 

The  Milwaukee  County  Sheriff  wakes  an  announceaent, 
"Net  control,  this  is  Sheriff  Artisan.  The  Red  Cross 
has  reported  a  severe  shortage  of  silk  and  cookies 
available  for  Santa  to  eat  when  he  arrives  in  Milwaukee 
tonight.  Therefore,  by  the  powers  vested  in  ae  as 
Sheriff  of  Milwaukee  County,  I'®  declaring  an  official 
critical  milk  and  cookie  shortage.  I'a  asking  all  boys 
and  girls  to  help  by  putting  out  a  little  soaething  for 
Santa  and  the  reindeer  to  eat  when  they  arrive  tonight. 
I'a  sure  Santa  and  the  reindeer  would  really  appreciate 
it."  The  Sheriff  also  coaaands  all  squads  to  give 
Santa  any  assistance  he  say  need,  has  chisneys  and  roof 
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tops  inspected  tor  safety,  and  activates  special  coa- 
puters  to  determine  which  boys  and  girls  have  been 
naughty  and  nice  -  all  have  been  nice! 

Nat  control  relays  a  weather  report  to  help  guide 
Santa,  "The  National  Heather  Service  has  just  advised 
se  that  a  severe  winter  store  has  developed  in  the 
Hudson  Bay  area  in  Northern  Canada.  Please  advise 
Santa  to  change  his  course  to  avoid  that  area. 

Some  children  are  shy,  but  others,  who  say  not  have 
spoken  to  parents,  nurses  or  doctors  for  days,  suddenly 
ask  plenty  of  questions.  "Hhere  is  Mrs.  Claus?  How  do 
you  get  down  a  chimney  -  what  if  there  is  no  fireplace? 
Do  reindeer  get  cold?  How  do  you  reaeaber  to  bring  the 
right  gifts?"  The  question,  "How  can  you  talk  and  fly 
at  the  saae  tiae,"  brings  to  Santa  thoughts  of  the 
trip  when  the  microphone  cord  got  caught  in  his  beard. 
By  far ,  the  aost  popular  questions  for  Santa  to  answer 
were  request  for  certain  gifts,  *1  think  I've  got  soae 
of  those  back  in  the  pack.  1  can't  reach  back  there 
right  now  to  aake  sure,  but  if  the  Elves  did  their  jobs 
right  this  year  I 'a  sure  I've  got  everything  I  need. k 
No  one  questions  Santa  about  static-free  transaission 
froa  his  sleigh,  but  I  guess  it's  not  unusual  to  take 
long  distance  coaauni cat ions  on  2  aeters.  After  all, 
sose  net  operators  heard  an  astronaut  in  a  space  shut¬ 
tle  a  aonth  before.  . 

Nest,  children  of  Aaateur  Radio  operators  at  hose  talk 
to  Santa:.  Santa  continues  loud  and  clear,  "Yes,  Aaey, 
1  want  to  wish  you  a  Merry  Christaas  too,  and  all  the 
boys  and  girls  in  all  the  hospitals  and  in  the 
Milwaukee  area  that  aay  be  listening  in,  Merry 
Christaas  to  all  of  you."  Contact  with  Santa  continues 
for  nearly  two  hours. 

Despite  the  frigid  cold,  all  Haas  that  volunteered  for 
duty,  weeks  before,  reported  to  thsir  assigned  hospital 
to  take  part  in  the  event.  Parents  and  hospital  per¬ 
sonnel  are  grateful  to  those  who  aade  Operation  Santa 
possible.  There  were  15  children  at  Milwaukee  Child¬ 
ren’s  Hospital  with  HB9SJ3,  HB98ZC,  HD96RI,  KA9GYE,  and 
N91ILA;  three  at  St.  Mary's  hospital  with  W89NEA  and 
K9CPP;  two  at  Haukesha  Memorial  Hospital  with  K9SFJ  and 
KA9IZM.  KC9CJ  traveled  many  (tiles  to  reach  Community 
Heaorial  Hospital  cf  Menoaonee  Falls  for  one  child  as 
did  HB9HRH  for  Qconomowoc  Heaorial  Hospital.  H89NNJ 
planned  and  coordinated  the  operation,  H9ZAB  operated 
as  net  control,  N9ATK  provided  technical  support  at  the 
Milwaukee  County  Sheriff's  Departaent,  with  HB9SHM, 
N9EBJ  and  H9SUF  assisting.  Ne  know  Christaas  couldn't 
be  possible  with  Santa,  with  superb  character  portrayal 
by  NITI-TV's  Jack  DuBlon,  who  proaises  to  return  next 
year,  “Santa  never  sisses  Christaas." 

Children  in  the  hospitals  will  long  reaeaber  Operation 
Santa  Claus  as  a  special  Christmas  present.  The  old 
timers  recall  their  younger  years  when  Santa  was  on 
Christaas  radio  shows.  The  hospital  staff  looks  for¬ 
ward  to  the  next  Christaas  Eve  when  Haa  Radio  can  help 
lift  the  hopes  of  hospitalized  children. 

Yes,  there  is  a  Santa  Claus.  He  will  continue  to  make 
glad  the  heart  of  childhood. 

All  hear  Santa's  last  transaission  as  he  nears 
Milwaukee  in  his  sleigh.  His  belly  shakes  like  a  bowl 
full  of  jelly  as  his  jolly,  old  but  faailiar  voice 
rings  out,  "Merry  Christaas  to  all,  and  to  all  a  good 
night."

U.S.  POSTAL  SERVICE  SALUTES  PORNI 

The  U.S.  Postal  Service  announced  today  that  it  would 
begin  issuing  a  series  of  cofeismorative  pornographic 
postage  stamps  in  1985  to  recognize  Aaerica's  histori¬ 
cal  contribution  to  the  literature  of  pornography. 

The  series,  entitled  "Aaerica's  Salute  to  Pornography," 
will  feature  such  talented  artists  as  Larry  Flynt, 
Marilyn  Chaabers,  and  Johnny  Holaes,  as  pioneers  in  the 
presentation  of  pornography  in  the  Aae'ican  hoae  and.  on 
the  theatre  screen.  These  "porno  pioneers"  will  be 
depicted  on  the  coaaeaorative  staaps  perforaing  various 
classic  but  disgusting  acts  representative  of  the  theme 
of  the  staap  series. 

U.S.  Postal  Service  officials  told  reporters  that  Hugh 
Hefner  was  originally  considered  for  recognition  in  the 
commemorative  issue,  but  was  turned  down  after  a  coa- 
aittee  of  U.S.  Congressmen  deemed  Hefner's  contribu¬ 
tions  to  Aaerican  pornography  to  be  "too  soft." 

The  porno  camaeaoratives  will  be  available  at  "all  U.S. 
Postal  Service  offices  beginning  on  July  4,  1985.  they 
will  be  sold  in  $2.00,  $50.00,  and  $250.00  denomina¬ 
tions.  First  day  covers  will  also  be  available  at 
various  illegal  houses  of  free  enterprise,  and  through 
several  selected  under-the-counter  aagazine  outlets.

Lots  of  confusion  about  its  and  it's.  Its- is  a  posses¬ 
sive  pronoun,  and  it  seans  "belongs  toV.’.aU  "Hhere  is 
its  antenna?"  If  you  stick  the  apostrophe  in  the  word, 
it  reads,  "Hhere  is  it's  antenna?"  It's  is  a  contrac¬ 
tion  for  the  two  words  "it  is."  Reading  the  sentence 
now,  it  says:  "Hhere  is  it  is  antenna?"  Makes  abso¬ 
lutely  no  sense"!  If  you  say  "its  OK, "  that  means  that 
Its  belongs  to  GK.  If  you  say  it  thus:  "it’s  OK, * 
you're  right  on!  "It  is  OK." 

Its  OK  to  use  guide  wires  on  your  vertide.  But. .don't 
install  your  vertide  and  guide  wires  until  they  have 
been  properly  orientated  -  and  you  have  learned  proper 
preventative  maintenance!
